SUGAR YIELD LARGE 

In coffee and sugar circles there 
is distinct optimism regarding the 
production this year. The manager 
of one of the largest sugar plan- 
tations in the State of Vera Crus 
considers that the sugar yield will 
be considerably higher than that of 
last year. and will probably reach 
150,000 tons. At present the price 
of white plantation sugar in Mex- 
fico is between 25 and 27 cents 
Mexican, per kilogram, but the 
consumption of sugar in Mexico is 
do small that it will be necessary | 
to export between 30,000 and 40. 
000 tons in order to keep the price 
up to a profitable figure. Residents 
of the United States use 112 pounds 
each of stigar per year, while those 
of Mexico use only eighteen 
| pounds each. That is because of 
the cafning and preserving in the 
States. and the greater consump- 
tion there of candy and ice cream 
per capita. 

Regarding coffee, all circles are 
convinced the return will be un- 
usually good this year, as much as 
40 and 60 per cent greater than it 
was last year. 

The production of coffee in Mex- 
leo for the year 1923 was, accord- 
ing to the Department of Agricul- 
ture, 38,.986.486 kilos. The depart- 
ment estimates the production for 
1924 will be 40,500,000 kilos, 


BANANA TRADE HIT 

The banana situation, which 
trade is an important asset in sec- 
‘tions along the Isthmus of Tehuan- 
tepec, is not in such good shape. 
An authority states that the banana 
crop of the State of Tabasco at 
the beginning of the current year. 


|} was 8,000,000 bunches, but the rev-

The banana growers of Tabasco 
are now organized into one body, 
similar to the large American asso- 
ciations of growers of apples, 
eltrua fruits and grapes. The pur- 
pose of the organization is to 
stabilize the industry and furnish 
a better quality and more uniform 
grading of bananas, and provide 
better facilities for purchasing 
and loading. An important point 
in this connection is that growers: 
now offer to deliver either along- 
side veseels or stowed aboard, as 
may be desired. This will obviate 
the necessity of purchasing com- 
panies investing in floating equip- 
ment or maintaining an organiza- 
tion to conduct the assembling and 
loading, as these operations will 
he executed by the Growers’ Union 
itself. These special facilities will 
greatly facilitate operations at 
minimum risk and cost, and it is 
belleved that the improved condl- 
tions will be the means of effect- 
jing a considerable activity in the 
banana industry of Tabasco. Con- 
tracts for several cargoes are now 
under offer by the new organiza- 
tion. 


TO ADJUST CLAIMS 

The General and Special Claims 
Commissions between Mexico and 
the United States have issued rules 
in accordance with which all 
claims must be filed with them. 
One of them, made by both com- 
missions, provides that in cases 
where the amount or value of the 
claim exceeds $25,000 United 
States currency, the memorial.

Housewives’ Alarm Over 
Midwest “Chicken Plague” 
Sets Up Embargo | 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE) 
NEW YORK, Dec. 16. — Fear 
of the “chicken plague” prevalent 
in certain Mid-Western States has 
so intimidated the housewives of 


New York that all railroads serv- 
ing this city today set up a solid 
embargo against shipments of live 
turkeys, chickens, ducks and 
geese. The railroads acted after 
a host of inspectors representing 
Federal, State and civic agencies 
of health had rejected many cars 
of poultry which arrived yester- 
day. Commission merchants and 
carriers tonight took steps to have 
express compares establish an 
embargo on fowl as rigid as that 
declared today by the railroads. 
“There will be no live fowl of 
any kird on the market in New 
York City for the holidays,” said 
heads of the Live Poultry Mer- 
chants’ Association. There is no 
prospect that the fears of house- 
wives can be allayed and order re- 
stored in time for the Christmas 
and New Year’s trade.” 
Twenty-five carloads of chickens 
—approximately 450.000 pounds or 
nearly 100,000 fowl—were shipped

Seventh Legislative Meet 
Important One 


(EXCIASIVE DISPATCH! 

PHOENIX. Dec. 16.— The 
Seventh Arizona Legislature will 
meet January 12, to end its ses- 
sions not later than March 13, 
which comes on Friday. Prepara- 
tlon ot the legislative halls has 
been started. The Senate has the 
same membership as in 1923, but in 
the House one more desk must be 
placed in the already overcrowded 
chamber. Senate reporters for the 
first time will be refused admit- 
tance to the. floor and are to be 
given a section of the gallery, as 
in the House. Hach corridor is to 
be partitioned off, to be used as a 
cloak room to which members may 
be called at need. This will leave 


the lobby only scant space in the 


third‘floor rotunda of the Capitol. 

As usual, the Democratic ma- 
jority in each House will be over- 
whelming, for there will be only 
two Republicans in the Senate and 
six in the House, compared with 
one and fqur last session.

Said to be backed by the State 
Buperintendent of Public Instruc- 
tion, a bill will instruct preferen- 
tial consideration for graduates 
of the Arizona State University in 
filling high-school positions and 


for State normal graduates for 
common school places. Another 
bill would make physical training 
compulsory in all Arizona schools. 
At a late meeting of the Arizona 
Press Club, approval was given 
a bill that will make it a misde- 
meanor to give to a newspaper 
man any statement or news item 
known to be false.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—‘“The 
American sense of humor is not 
imperiled,” is the reassuring state- 
ment issued by John A. Ferrall, 
specialist in humorous affairs. 

Dr. Charles G. Shaw, professor 
of philosophy at New York Un- 
versity, had aroused the country 
by prophesying the death of laugh- 
ter. His exhaustive researches on 
the subject led him inevitably to 
the following conclusion: People 
laugh at what they do not under- 
standing. Civilization promotes un- 
derstanding. Therefore, by all the 
rules of algebra, the more civilized 
less we shall 


To illustrate his theory, the doo- 
tor refers us to Prof. Einstein, who 
sees nothing humorous in relativi- 
ty nor in anything else, and to 
Trotzky and Mahatma Gandhi, who 
have almost attained to the same 


understanding.

“In the first place,” he said 
whimsically, “it is a mighty unfair 
world that makes it possible for a 
professor of philosophy to put out 
a ra prediction about 
laughter dying out, and be able to 
get away with it, whereas poor 
hardworking humorists must prove 
their point at once. Either ys 
things they write are funny 
they are not. The fact that a toke 
may be funny 28,000,000 years 
from now doesn’t count.

A specialist in humor naturally 
would be expected to think that the 
humorous point of view represents 
an advanced stage of civilization.

Outsells 1923 Yields; Corn 
Remains King

WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—This 
year's harvest of important farm 
crops, the highest priced in five 
years, though not the greatest in 
volume of products, was valued at 
59.79.90. 00 today by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 
' Better prices than last year 
placed the value $753,013,000 high- 
er than 1923, when the total, as re- 


vised, was $8.726.889,000, and 
663.862,00 higher than 1922. 
they aggregated %$7,816,020,- 
00 


The combined acreage of the 
principal farm crops was smaller 
this year than last, there having 
been a total of 355,210,400 acres as 
compared with 355,594,730 in 1923. 

Both the sprine and winter 
wheat crops were extremely satis- 
factory. but corn had an unfa- 
vorable season. 

Cotton, planted late was affected 
by drought to some extent, but a 
fair crop was produced. A large 
crop of potatees on a smaller 
acreage than in recent years re- 
sulted from. unusually favorable 
weether. 

Corn maintained its rank as king 
of crops and although production 
was 600.000.000 leas than last year, 
its value was 1188.00, more 
than the 1923 crop. The total val- 
us of corn was placed at $2,405.- 
468.000. Cotton ranked second 
with a total value of 31.683.274.

The Rosecrans field, whose wells 
have astonished, delighted. and dis- 
appointed operators by their tend- 
ency to do just what they are not 
expected to do, has furnished an- 
other surprise, in the Barndall Oil 
Company's O'Dea No. 2. 

This well was completed Mon- 
day with an initia! production es- 
timated by Barnsdall officials to 
be about 600 barrels a day. Yes- 
terday the well was flowing into 
the tanks at the rate of 2500 bar- 
rels a day. the pressure had in- 
creased to 800 pounds in the cas- 
ing. and drillers feared the casing 
head would blow off. This remark- 
able production is being made with 
only seventeen feet of open hole 
below the shoe, and with no oil 
string or tubing in the well. Grav- 
ity of the product is forty-two de- 
grees, corresponding to the high 
gravity oi! found in the Maxwell 
area. and the cut is only 0.1 per 
cent. In addition to the oil, the 
well is making about 2,000,000 eu- 
bic feet of gas, Barnsdal! officials 
report. 

O'Dea No. 2 came in during a 
water shut-off test on Monday 
morning. Bottom of the well is 
at 4141 feet, with ai ten-inch water 
string set at 4124 feet. 


Form New Firm | 

Organization of a new oil com- 
pany to operate holdings in Ven- 
tura county it being effected by a 
group of Los Angeles men, head- 
ed by J. W. Henderson, veteran oil 
operator and driller. 

The new company will be called 
the Wheeler Canyon Oil Company, 
and will operate and develop a 
549-acre lease at the head of 
Wheeler Canyon in the Sulphur 
Mountain district. The property in- 
cludes seven producing wells, sev- 


High gravity production in com- 
mercial quantities from shallow 
depths is the characteristic of thie 
area, according to Mr. Henderson.

To Abandon Well 


The General Petroleum Corpora- 
tion will start pulling casing. dis- 
mantiing ite rig. amd otherwise 
preparing to abandon its Gardena 
No. 2 in the northern part of the 
Dominguez field in the next week, 
according to field reports.

STATE FIRST 
IN WELFARE 
OF CHILDREN 


Ratification of Child Labor 
Measure Urged by Club 
Speaker 


— 

Voicing the hope and belief that 
California will ratify the Federal 
child labor amendment, when 
twenty-five States vote on the 
proposition next January. Miss 
Helen Todd, State factory inspec- 
tor for Illinois, addressing the City 
Club yesterday, said that this State, 
and especially Los Angeles, leads 
the nation in humanitarian activi- 
ties, including work for the wel- 
fare of children. 

“From what I gather since my | 
arrival here, your civic, charitable 
and religious organizations are out- 
doing all their former efforts to 
provide a happy Christmas for the 
unfortunate boys and giris of this 
community,” said Miss Todd. 1 
am confident that California will 
not add her voice to the gloomy 
‘No’s’ of Georgia, Massachusetts 
and Louisiana, but that, instead, 
this State will vote, to give the 


children of our country that pro- 
tection which, fundamentally, the 
Constitution ntees.” 

The speaker explained that the 
pro amendment is an enabling 
act which will give the national 
Congress power to enact child- 
labor laws, which the Supreme 
Court could not declare unconsti- 


tutional. 
“The bill, which already has 
been declared unconstitutional, is 


the one which the leaders in the 


battle for children will seek to 
have passed, if the amendment 
carries,” said Migs Tod “That 
bill des that no child under 


14 years of age shall be employed 
in factories or offices, that children 
between 14 and 16 years of age 
shall not work more than eight 
hours a day, and that children be- 
tween 16 and 18 years of age shal! 
not be employed in trades con- 
sidered dangerous or unwhole- 
some.” 

The amendment, said the speak- 
er, would not interfere with the 
home in any way nor would it give 
to Congress any power not now en- 
joyed by the several States.
